and has the appearance of a sugared 
or resinous coating, which is sot 
washed off by rain and lasts for from 
two to five weeks effectively.

PROHIBITION LAW STANDS 


Supreme Court Says War Will End 
When Peace Is Declared. 


Washington. War-Time Prohibition 
is constitutional, the Supreme Court 
hag decided. Enforcement of the act 
must continue until peace 13 proclaim. 
ed, the court decreed. 

The decision was a sweeping vic- 
tory for the contentions of the pro- 
hibitionists and the Government. It 
means that the millions of gallons of 
intoxicating liquors now stored 
throughout the country and valued at 
about $1,000,000,000 will be a near 
total loss unless peace is proclaimed 
before constitutional prohibition be- 
comes effective. 

The court held that the provision of 
the War-Time Act stating that pro. 
hibition shall end at thé conclusion 
of the war, can have no other legal 
meaning than the proclamation of

Kalamazoo.—Thirty-five of the 
thirty-nine inmates of the Kalama 
zoo infirmary who were polsoned by 
eating pancakes in which insect pow- 
der had been used will recover.
